Petition is hereby taken to the Director from a Notice of Abandonment mailed 
March 17, 2009 for a matter to be determined directly by or reviewed by the Director 
and to invoke the supervisory authority of the Director to withdraw the holding of 
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abandonment. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed March 17, 2009 because a Reply 
to an Office Action mailed February 4, 2008 was never filed. Applicants acknowledge 
that a Reply to the Office Action mailed February 4, 2008 was never indeed filed. 
However, the Office Action mailed February 4, 2008 was mailed to an incorrect address 
(the address was NOT that of the assignee nor the agent of record). In this connection, 
neither Applicants nor Applicant's agent of record never received or had knowledge of 
the Office Action mailed February 4, 2008. Moreover, a search of the assignee's and 
agent of record's records, including the file jackets and the application contents 
indicates that the Office action was never received.
